The appended table furnishes revised figures in res- 
pect of the population of Scheduled Castes sex-wise 
and replaces the figures given in columns (2), (3) and 
(4) of Table D-III printed at page 149 of the Census 
of India, 1951, Madras and Coorg, Part II-B Tables: 

2. The circumstances leading to the amendment are 
briefly as follows: — 

At the time of sorting the enumeration slips in 1931 
the sorters were given a list of the 77 Scheduled Castes 
shown in Roman type in the list In paragraph 3 below. 
No instructions were given to the sorters as to how 
the slips were to be treated in the case of persons who 
returned themselves by a generic Scheduled Caste 
name such as Hariian or Depressed Class or Adivasi 
or by a recognised synonym such as Puladheruman, 
Era lan, Kudan, Rolan, Alen, Paramban (for Cheru- 
man), with the result that sorters in Tabulation offices 
classified the communities according to their own inter- 
pretation. Consequently, a number of Scheduled Caste 
members who had returned themselves by generic 
names or bv synonymous names were left out of the 
Scheduled Castes count. This situation came to th* 
notice of the Government of India, who decided after 
careful consideration that persons who had returned 
themselves bv generic or synonymous Scheduled Caste 
names should be counted aa Scheduled Castes and that 
the Census Tables already published should be revis- 
ed, where necessary, to snow the correct position. In 
order to arrive at the correct figures of Scheduled 
Castes population a fresh sorting of the 1961 Census 
slips was accordingly organised in Madras.

The Andhra State was carved 
out of the composite Madras State in 1953 with the 
districts of Srlkakulam, Visakhapatnam, Fast Godavari, 
West Godavari, Krishna, Guntur, Nellore, Cuddapah, 
Kurnool Anantapur and Chittoor and the taluks oi 
Adoni, Alur and Rayadrug of the old Bellary district. 
The other taluks of Bellary district were transferred 
to the Mysore State and they now form part of that 
State.

The districts which show large decreases are Ananta- 
pur, Bellary and Kurnool. The reason for the large 
decrease is that members of the ‘Boya’ community 
found in large numbers in these districts had been 
wrongly classified under Scheduled Castes at the 1951 
Census. The ‘Boyas’ in these districts are in some 
places known as ‘Boya Valmikis’; and as ‘Valmiki’ is 
one of the communities included in the ‘Constitution 
(Scheduled Castes) Order 1950’ the 'Boyas' were 
wrongly classified under Scheduled Castes at the 1951 
Census' in one Tabulation region. This mistake has 
been rectified at the re-sort. 

The increases shown in some districts are due to the 
addition of population returned under generic and 
synonymous names of Scheduled Castes communities.
